JFK’ study guide fails 

The L.A. County Board of Supervisors is opposing distribution 
of a study guide based on the Oliver Stone film “JFK” to area 
high schools. The board voted Tuesday to send a letter to school 
districts across L.A. County asking them not to use the “JFK 
Study Guide,” distributed by Time-Wamer Inc. The board also 
will write Time-Wamer to object to the guide, which it said was 
“inappropriate and misguided” for the classroom because of its 
tie to the controversial film. A Warners spokeswoman said the 
guide was written by New York-based Learning Enrichment with 
Stone’s approval.
